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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Response filed 4/21/05 (page 8, 
line 12 - page 10, line 6), with respect to claims 26-32 and 39- 
42 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims 26 & 28-30 under 35 USC §102, the rejection of claims 
27 8c 31-32 under 35 USC §103, and the rejection of claims 26-27 
under 35 USC §112 have been rendered moot by the cancellation of 
these claims. 

Re new claim 39 (and dependent claims 40-42) , Examiner 
notes that claim 39 is an apparatus claim with features 
corresponding to method claim 4 .
